Mr  Cyril*  Cobb,  the  artist,  of  Boston, 
was  wit n«*ss  to  the  terrible  sight  of  a  hu 
man  victim  of  Niagara  tossed  in  the  toils 
of  the  drektlful  whirlfiool  of  the  rapids 
Ih*1ow  the  Falls,  where  Webb  lost  his  life.

A  Talc  of  Trraaurc  Tro»r. 

About  two  nFinths  ago  there  floated 
through  the  ne»spap«*ni  an  item  to  the 
effect  that  Anna  Chute,  a  workwoman 
in  the  |>aner  mill  of  the  Heorge  W. 
Wheelwright  P^jier  Company,  at  North 
Leominster,  in ,  this  State,  had  found 
#1,500  in  a  bale  of  paper  stock  w  hich  she 
was  engaged  in  porting.  The  money  was 
in  two  treasury)  notes,  #  ,0  0  &nd  *#5o0, 
respectively,  of  'the  first  issue.  On  trac¬ 
ing  the  matter  it  was  found  that  the  bale, 
which  was  uiustjy  writing  paper,  wrfs  one 
of  a  lot  bought  in  New  York.  There  was 
abundant  evidttice  in  the  papers  that 
they  had  come  from  a  certain  New  York 
city  bank,  antk  corresjiondence  was  at 
once  begun  wit#  that  bank  with  a  view 
to  determining  Ihe  question  if  the  money 
belonged  to  t^e  institution  Asked  if 
the  bank  had  met  with  any  loss,  the  reply 
came  that  since  [the  bank  was  chartered, 
many  years  ago, but  one  loss  had  occurred, 
and  that  was  in. the  autumn  of  1873,  w  hen 
#1,500  hail  disappeared  from  a  teller’s 
tray,  and  had  never  been  found.  Sus¬ 
picion  had  rei#ed  all  these  years  on 
several  of  the  [employes  of  the  bank. 
They  could  not  J  be  proved  guilty  of  the 
peculation,  nor  Mould  it  have  been  possi¬ 
ble  for  them  to  establish  their  innocence 
had  they  been  imarged  with  the  robbery 
of  the  missing  money.  It  was  the  hope 
of  the  officers  of  the  bank  that  the  money 
found  in  the  ptiper  mill  could  be  proved 
to  belong  to  the  bank,  as  the  innocence  of 
the  suspected  persons  would  thereby  be 
demonstrated

longest  Accordingly,  the  janitor  on 
May  30.  Decoration  Day— the  time  being 
chosen  as  one  wjhen  the  business  could  be 
attended  to  most  conveniently — had  the 
papers  packed  up  and  taken  aj»»iy  by  the 
porters  of  a  tirm  who  dealt  in  paper  stock. 
The  books  of  tqe  firm  showed  that  this 
was  the  only  stock  taken  in  on  that  flay, 
that  it  was  immediately  baled,  marked, 
and  numbered,  and  shipped  to  the  mill 
North  Leomiuster.  There  w  as  no  longer 
doubt  that  the  money  found  in  the 
ill  belonged  to  the  bank,  and  the  notes 
were  therefore  surrendered  a  few  days 
ago>JThe  bank  officers,  fully  appreciat¬ 
ing  all  the  circumstances  governing  the 
case,  have  rewarded  the  lucky  .finder  with 
a  gift  of  #3<H). 

Beyond  the  fact  that  the  discovery  of 
the  money  at  the  paper  mill  led  to  the 
release  from  suspicion  of  persons  presum¬ 
ed  to  be  concerned  in  its  disappearance 
ten  years  ago,  the  story  is  of  interest  as 
an  illustration  of  the  uncertainty  of  lawv 
In  the  case  of  the  finding  of  money  or 
ot  1 1 er  valuable  property  on  the  highway, 
as  in  the  case  Of  ships  or  merchandise 
found  at  sea  or  on  a  shore,  the  law.  both 
itatute  and  couimon.  is  clear  and  well  de¬ 
fined  It  is  not  so  clear,  however,  in  the 
matter  of  valuable  property  discovered 
among  other  goods  bought  for  a  specific 
purpose.  We  believe  that  rulings  which 
upport  the  claims  of  both  buyers  and 
cllers  are  on  record.  A  man,  for  instance, 
buys  a  piece  of'old  furniture,  and  taking 
it  apart  discovers  money.  To  whom  does 
t  belong,  provided  there  is  furnished  no 
Clew-  to  the  owner?  In  most  cases  the 
opinion  would  probably  be  that  the  buy¬ 
er  is  entitled  toj  all  that  the  article  con¬ 
tains.  But  in  Ihe  incident  above  record 
fed  the  question  of  ownership,  if  there 
had  been  no  discovery  of  the  jiarty  who 
lost  the  inoueyi  would  have  been  still  fur¬ 
ther  complicated.  It  would  appear  at  first 
glance  that  a  servant  would  have  fao  right 
to  valuable  prtqierty  found  on  a  master's 
premises  that)  the  servant,  for  example, 
would  have  noj  more  claim  to  the  possess¬ 
ion  of  an  article  which  happened  to  be  in 
a  bale  of  merchandise  than  he  would 
have  to  the  wtiole  bale.  It  seems,  how¬ 
ever,  that  theie  have  been  rulings  tof  the 
contrary.  At  I  any  rate,  the  question  of 
legal  principle  aside,  the  policy  of  enforc¬ 
ing  a  regulation  that  anything  of  value! 
discovered  by!  a  mill  hand  shall  be  con¬ 
fiscated  to  the  owner  of  the  mill,  will  be 
denied  by  whhever  has  had  much  exper¬ 
ience  with  eu{>loyes.  Spch  an  order. once 
issued,  the  mil  owner  would  never  again 
know  of  the  liscovery  of  anything  valu¬ 
able  by  one  of  his  hands. — Boston  Trans -
